It  is  with  a sense  of  deep  personal  loss  that 
we  have  to  record  the  passing  of  Mr.  C.  R C. 
Swayne,  the  Editor  of  The  Dally  Colonist  con- 
tinuously for  more  than  a quarter  of  a century, 
ever  alnce  he  succeeded  the  late  Mr  Charles  H. 
Lugrln.  Mr  Charles  8wayne,  as  he  was  univer- 
sally known  and  respected,  succumbed  In  hu 
sixty-third  year  after  a comparatively  brief  Ill- 
ness, although  he  had  been  In  indifferent  health 
for  some  time.  His  death  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospi- 
tal yesterday  came  as  a profound  shock  to  the 
management  and  staff  of  this  paper,  over  whose 
editorial  policy  he  had  presided  no  evenly  tor 
twenty-seven  out  of  Its  elghty-flve  years  of  pub- 
lication. Few  men  were  better  known  or  had  a 
wider  Influence  In  the  publishing  field  throughout 
Canada.  * 

Charles  Robert  Crawford  8wayne  wai  born  at 
Kilkenny.  Ireland.  In  the  year  1880.  the  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  Frank  R.  Swayne,  managing  agent  of 
the  Kilkenny  Branch  of  the  Bank  of  Ireland  He 
was  educated  at  Foyle  College,  Londonderry,  and 
upon  leaving  there  Joined  the  staff  of  the  Bank 
of  Ireland  at  Its  Dublin  headquarters  At  the  age 
of  eighteen  Mr  8wayne  turned  to  the  profession 
of  Journalism.  He  Joined  the  staff  of  The  Dally 
Mall,  London,  in  1898  as  a reporter,  and  for  eight 
years  was  connected  with  the  editorial  staff  of 
that  Journal  In  Fleet  Street.  In  1908  he  came  to 
Victoria  from  London,  and  for  a time  served  on 
the  staff  of  The  Victoria  Dally  Times,  as  sports 
editor. 

Thirty-four  years  ago,  in  1909,  Mr  Swayne  be- 
came identified  with  the  editorial  staff  of  The 
Dally  Colonist,  at  the  invitation  of  Its  then  pub- 
lisher, the  late  Mr  J.  8.  H Matson  With  a classi- 
cal education  and  a Fleet  Street  background  he 
rose  rapidly,  being ior  a time  city  editor,  and  then 
associate  editor  under  the  late  Mr.  Lugrln  On 
the  death  of  the  latter  towards  the  close  of  the 
Great  War,  Mr  Swayne  succeeded  to  the  editor- 
Ahlp.  a post  he  filled  actively  with  honor  and  dis- 
tinction up  to  within  a very  few  days  of  his 
passing 

A man  of  broad  cultural  education  and  sound 
human  Judgment,  Mr.  >8wayne  was  known  to  a 
very  wide  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances  In 
Canada.  He  retained  active  connections  with  Fleet 
Street  for  many  years,  at  one  time  as  the  British 
Columbia  correspondent  of  The  Times,  London 
He  was  a member  of  the  Empire  Press  Union, 
and  had  been  several  times  on  the  directorate  of 
The  Canadian  Press.  Quiet  and  reserved  In  man- 
ner, he  was  the  best  of  good  company  among 
friends,  and  a lifelong  follower  or  sports  and  ath- 
letics In  which  up  to  recent  times  he  took  an 
active  part.  His  influence,  both  In  his  profession 
and  outside  of  It.  was  great  and  It  was  exercised 
ever  In  favor  of  balanced  thought  and  a middle 
of  the  road  policy  In  public  life  and  undertak- 
ings His  philosophical  writings  were  widely 
known  and  quoted

- Tha  developing  gain#  of  Joint  Allied  arm*  In 
the  Invasion  of  Sicily  leave  no  possible  doubt 
that  the  attack  la  succeeding  and  that  it  i* 
a question  of  time  only  aa  to  when  Italy's  fore- 
most rampart  passes  Into  our  hand*  The  cap- 
ture of  one-third  of  the  Island,  seven  airfield*, 
leading  ports  on  the  south  and  east  coasts  and 
above  all  the  Interception  of  two  highways  lead- 
ing east  and  west  In  Ihe  island,  all  point  to  the 
depth  of  penetration  and  the  fact  that  with  this 
hold  the  attack  will  not  be  readily  stemmed 
Thirty  thousand  prisoners,  many  of  whom 
showed  no  fight  at  all,  have  pasaed  Into  Allied 
ramp*.
